The  Sabbath  belongs  to  the  Synagogue.  No  week-end  ought  be  regarded  as  complete  by  any 
congregant  without  attendance  at  either  or  both  of  the  religious  services. 
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The  Chanukah  Festival  always  significant  in 
the  Jewish  religious  calendar  takes  on  a  special 
meaning  in  this  hour  of  crisis  when  the  ancient 
victory  of  the  Jewish  people  over  oppression 
gives  modern  Jews  encouragement  and  when 
the  values  for  which  the  Maccabees  fought — 
freedom  of  religious  faith,  reverence  for  the 
human  personality,  and  compassion — are  the 
very  issues  at  stake  in  the  modern  world  arena. 
No  Jew  should  allow  the  Festival  to  pass  without 
observing  it  in  his  home  by  the  lighting  of  the 
traditional  candles  and  special  programs  for  the 
children  of  the  family. 

The  Festival  begins  at  sundown  on  Saturday 
evening,  December  17th.  The  last  candle  is  to 
be  kindled  on  Saturday  evening,  December  24th. 
For  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  ritual, 
an  observance  leaflet  has  been  prepared  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Parents  Group.  Copies  will 
be  mailed  by  the  office  in  response  to  telephone 
calls.  Similarly  candles  and  inexpensive  men- 
orahs  are  available  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Sisterhood.

Keren  Ami  Assembly. 

On  Sunday  morning,  December  11th,  the  first 
Keren  Ami  Assembly  was  held.  The  Keren 
Ami  Club  is  in  charge  of  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  the  charity  funds  of  the  Sunday 
School.  This  group  consisting  of  two  represen¬ 
tatives  from  each  class  studies  the  various 
agencies  which  help  Jews  in  this  country  and 
overseas,  and  reports  its  findings  at  given 
intervals  to  the  general  assembly. 

The  program  consisted  of  two  Palestinian  news¬ 
reels  describing  recent  happenings  in  that 
country,  such  as  the  construction  of  the  Tel  Aviv 
port,  and  one  film  describing  the  work  of  the 
Guild  for  the  Jewish  Blind.  Robert  Schakne 
discussed  the  work  of  the  Jewish  National  Fund. 

The  Palestinian  newsreels  were  supplied  by 
the  Jewish  National  Fund  for  which  the  children 
of  the  Sunday  School  have  just  completed  a 
special  collection.  To  date  $80  has  been  collected 
for  this  purpose.
